INTRODUCTORY  STATEMENT 


In  the  Statistics  of  Railways  from  1916  tc  1926,  a  statement  appeared  annually  showing  the  amount  of  each  primary  expense  ac- 
count chargeable  to  the  freight  service  and  the  amount  chargeable  to  paseenger  and  allied  services.  To  make  this  information  available 
before  the  Statistics  of  Railways  appears,  it  was  decided,  beginning  with  the  year  1927,  to  publish  this  statement  separately,  and  to 
omit  it  from  the  Statistics  of  Railways*  The  totals  are  subdivided  by  operating  regions  as  well  as  by  districts.  Some  related  data  are 
also  included  in  the  present  publication  as  in  the  other  issues  in  this  series. 

In  Tables  I  and  I-A,  the  assignment  of  revenues  to  freight  service  and  to  passenger  and  allied  services  is  in  accordance  with 
the  distributions  made  by  carriers  in  filling  out  the  schedule  relating  to  revenues  in  the  annual  report  form.  There  is  no  special  order 
giving  detailed  instructions  for  the  separation  of  revenues  by  class  of  service*  But  this  is  in  large  part  provided  for  by  the  regular 
accounting  classifications.  A  small  amount  of  operating  revenue  reported  as  not  assignable  to  freight  or  to  passenger  and  allied  services 
has  been  apportioned  to  the  two  services,  as  indicated  by  footnote  No.  1  in  Table  III,  in  proportion  to  the  totals  for  assigned  revenues, 
the  apportionment  being  made  for  each  railway  separately. 

The  division  of  expenses  between  freight  service  and  passenger  and  allied  services  is  as  reported  by  carriers  under  the  rules 
prescribed  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission.  A  small  amount  of  expense  reported  as  "not  related  to  either  freight  service  or  passen- 
ger and  allied  services,"  has  been  apportioned  between  the  two  services,  as  indicated  by  footnote  No.  1  in  Table  III,  on  the  basis  of  the 
totals  for  the  "assigned  and  apportioned,"  expenses.  The  rules  do  not  provide  for  dividing  between  freight  and  passenger  and  allied  serv- 
ices the  expense  of  nonrevenue  haulage  performed  by  one  service  for  the  benefit  of  the  other,  as  when  freight  trains  haul  coal  to  be  burned 
by  passenger  looomotives.  Such  an  adjustment  has  also  not  been  made  in  computing  the  following  operating  ratios  for  each  class  of  service.
